MADRID, March 11. — 
Booming guns on the regu- 
lar civil war front along 
the western margin of Mad- 
rid today indicated Gen- 
eral Franco’s troops had 
launched an attack against 
the city while Republican 
General Miaja’s forces still 
were mopping up Commu- 
nists within. 

Resumption of bombard- 
ments along the old siege 
lines indicated the National- 
ist forces, which had with- 
held their fire during the six- 
day revolt against Miaja’s 
“peace with honor” program, 
had resumed the attack. 


Within Madrid fierce machine-gun 
fire drove the Communist rebels 
from what Miaja’s national defence 
junta called their last major strong- 
hold. 

But the Communists merely re- 
tired to set up a new resistance 
centre in a maternity hospital in 
O'Donnell street. The hospital con- 
tained about 1,000 women, expect- 
ant mothers and others with new- 
born infants.

'10-MONTH-OLD 
SHIP DOGGED 
BY HARD LUCK 


VANCOUVER, March 11.—Gale- 
battered and rust-coated, the new 
Greek freighter Ellin crept into 
Vancouver Friday with a story of | 
hard luck that dogged her on a 
58-day trip from England | 

Captain N. Cotakis of the 10- 
month-old vessel, said “I've never 
had a worse voyage.” 

The vessel set out from Hull 
Jan, 13 and “The first day out we 
hit stormy weather,’ Captain | 
Cotakis said, “Later we ran into 
even worse gales in the Bay of 
Biscay. 

“For several days we stood al- 
most still. The ship would go 
ahead 200 miles, then be blown 
back again and we would have 
to start all over.” 

The Ellin put in at Tor Bay for 
shelter Jan, 20, after mountain- 
ous seas smashed the hatches and 
flooded the holds. It took four 
tries to get the ship to sea again. 

Feb. 15 the propellor became 
loose, forcing the ship into Cris- 
tobal for repairs. 

Out of Panama a propellor blade | 
| broke off, reducing her speed. A 
| blow north of San Pedro forced 
the Ellin back to that port where 
the propellor was repaired before 
the last lap of the voyage.

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They Balked at the Hurdle 


The resolution approving the trade 
treaty with the United States passed the 
House ‘of Commons without a vote being 
taken. Which means there were not six 
members on the Opposition side who 
wanted to be recorded as wishing to pre- 
vent the agreement being ratified; or 
wanted to compel Government members 
to go on record in support of it. A half- 
dozen objectors could have compelled the 
taking of a division and the recording of 
the vote of every member. They were 
not forthcoming, and the resolution was 
approved without formal dissent. 

This attitude of neutrality signifies 
something more than that the critics 
wanted to escape placing themselves on 
record as against the agreement. They 
also wanted to avoid placing the Govern- 
ment members on record as supporting it. 
There is an election coming. Maybe that 
explains why. 

The alternative and more compliment- 
ary supposition is that, despite all they 
have said about it, the Opposition mem- 
bers think the broad results of.the agree- 
ment will be good. 


Money Not Wanted 


The times cannot be so tough. Fig- 
ures brought down in the legislature 
show there is $4,162,406 of unclaimed in- 
terest money lying in the_bank waiting 
for provincial bond-holders to come and 
get it. At the end of last March the 
amount was $3,261,242. It has gone up 
nearly a million in the year. And over in 
London there is another unstated sum 
lying in the banks waiting for the holders 
of registered stock to call around and 
take it away. 

These deposits represent interest due 
at the statutory half-rate, which the 
bond-holders decline to accept lest in so 
doing they would prejudice their claim to 
collect the contract rates in full. Mean- 
time, the province is getting interest from 
the bank, while the bond-holders are get- 
ting nothing. The taxpayers will not 
worry about that. 

This unclaimed interest, it seems like- 
ly, is due to bond-holders who do not seri- 
ously need the money, another considera- 
tion which will cause the public no re- 
gret. Bond-holders who are not well situ- 
ated no doubt cash the coupons as these 
fall due. And, it may be hoped, some 
others do the same, realizing that the 
half-rates are not out of line with the pre- 
sent value of money and as high as the 
present earning power of taxpayers can 


stand.

Quiet on the Rome Front 


Official quarters in London are said 
to sense an easing of the tension between 
Italy and France, and think Italy’s unof- 
ficial “demands” are likely to simmer 
down into official claims which can be 
amicably settled at the council table. In 
support of that view, perhaps responsible 
for it, Signor Gayda and his associate 
propagandists seem to have let a week go 
by without inciting trouble venomously 
enough to get notice in the despatches. 
And if there have been anti-French dem- 
onstrations in Rome, the world has not 
heard about them. The unusual quietness 
in that quarter could not prevail without 
Tl Duce’s passive consent, if not by his 
orders. When he wants a rumpus he can 
always stir up a mob. 

It may have nothing to do with the 
tranquility—-but probably has—that dur- 
ing the week the Italians were told their 
dictator wound up the year 1936-37 with 
a deficit of $854,000,000. Since then he 
has squandered $1,000,000,000 in Spain 
and collected a capital tax of 10 per cent 
to pay for the “administration” of Abys- 
sinija. The report for 1937-38 may be still 
worse, as it is apparently being held back. 

There may be no connection between 
the financial position and the subsidence 
of belligerency toward France, but the 
suspicion is natural enough. When a defi- 
eit of $20 per head has to be announced 
on the heels of a capital tax of 10 per cent, 
the atmosphere can hardly be favorable 
for inviting the taxpayers to enthuse over 
the prospect of another—and far worse— 
war. 


Where “Pegging” Fails 


In his statement in parliament on 
wheat policy, Hon. J. G. Gardiner took the 
ground that the object should not be to 
induce the maximum production of wheat

or any other selected commodity, but to 
enable the greatest possible number of 
farm families to maintain themselves in 
comfort. Whatever plan may be pro- 
posed to that end, or may be evolved in 
the course of discussion, the principle it- 
self is sound. It is the only basis for a 
permanent, long range, policy in respect 
to agriculture. 

“Pegging” the price of wheat was the 
most convenient and immediately prac- 
tical way to prevent collapse when world 
surplusses accumulated and depressed the 
price of that commodity, upon which the 
farmers of western Canada mainly de- 
pended. But the “emergency” so created 
has not passed, and is in no prospect of 
passing. There is nothing in the present 
outlook to give hope that wheat-growing 
will again become the profitable branch 
it was in pre-depression days if continued 
on the same scale. It is time to consider 
whether the expedient cannot be replaced 
—or supplemented—by something more 
in keeping with what promises to be a 
continuing condition. 

Whatever it does, “pegging” wheat 
does not make for density of farm popu- 
lation. Exactly the contrary. Bonusing 
wheat is bonusing wheat production. Bon- 
using wheat only must tend to encourage 
wheat -production at the expense of other 
branches of farming, and in places where 
other branches could be carried on to ad- 
vantage. The distinctively wheat-produc- 
ing area in western Canada is an area of 
scattered farm houses and sparce popu- 
lation. In the wheat belt a land-owner 
with a couple of hired hands and tractors 
“farms” land enough to accommodate a 
half dozen families. 

The question before parliament is 
whether it is advisable to pay out public 
money to perpetuate large scale ‘wheat 
mining”, or to try to devise policies which 
would encourage smaller farms, more 
farm families, and more diversified pro- 
duction. The west cannot be converted 
into a mixed farming country on the 
quick order principle. But there will be no 
progress whatever in that direction if 
wheat ranching is subsidized at the ex- 
pense of all other classes of producers and 
types of production. Nor, if a bonus is 
paid on the number of bushels produced, 
is there any tendency to break up big 
wheat farms into smaller ones, with a re- 
sultant increase in the number of farm 
families.

Current Comment 


The State is Supreme 


Recent announcements from Germany of {n- 
creased tax imposts on bachelors and childless 
couples indicate something more than efforts to 
raise new revenues for the Reich. They indicate 
the pursuit of the Nazi population policy, a policy 
for buikiing up the population of Germany, just 
as Signor Mussolini seeks to strengthen the 
population of Italy, 

Dr. Arthur Gutt, head of the national hygiene 
department in the ministry of the interior, has 
written of this policy with characteristic Ger- 
man thoroughness. He illustrates his arguments 
with formidable charts and graphs, and sounds 
ominous and detailed warnings that the nations 
of Northern Europe must increase their birth 
rates or perish. 

The nub of the argument seems to be the 
totalitarian theory that the nation—in the sense 
of the “tribe’—must be greater than the in- 
dividual and that the nation must be numerically 
strong to exist and prosper.—Halifax Chronicle. 


Cattle on the Plains 


Permanent egriculture on Canada’s western 
ranges, on the submarginal lands and to a great 
extent in the drought area, must depend in the 
future on a livestock program, states Dr. E. S, 
Archibald, director of the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farms, 

Experience of the last few years proves Dr. 
Archibald is right. The drought has shown that 
certain lands which have been devoted to wheat 
ought never have been used for that purpose, 
and that other areas cannot be used for grain 
continuously. 

Reversion of lands unsuitable for wheat back 
to grass will provide fibre for soil that is now 
blowing away. The cattle will enrich the soil. 
It may be, that after being down to pasture for a 
period of years, some of it will again grow a crop 
or two of wheat before being returned to grass. 

Dr. Archibald warns against ranges being 
overstocked. As there is plenty of land in the 
West for grazing purposes, there is no reason for 
placing too many cattle on one piece of land. A 
sound program of putting marginal lands and 
the worst of the drought areas back to grass 
seems to be the solution of the difficulties of 
large sections of the West.—Windsor Star. 


The New Pope 


The election of Eugenio Cardinal Paceili as 
262nd Pope is, first of all, a tribute to the piety 
and high character of that brilliant statesman. 

It also signifies the unity of the Church 
behind the policies of his predecessor, Pius XI, 
policies which Cardinal Pacelli, as Papal Secre- 
tary of State, played an important part in mold- 
ing. 

The College of Cardinals reached its decision 
on the third ballot taken on the very first day 
of the conclave. Rarely in Church history has 
a Pope been elected with such marked lack of 
hesitation, such widespread recognition of one 
man as the proper successor to the chair of St. 
Peter. No Pope has been chosen on the first 
day of the conclave since the election of Gregory 
XV in 1621. 

The Sacred College deviated from another 
tradition. Not often is one of the Cardinals in 
the Vatican service, as distinguished from those 
ruling in dioceses, chosen for the Papacy, and 
not since 1073 has the Papal Secretary of State 
een elected Pope. But if the precedent is re- 
mote, it is a glorious one none the less, 
for the Pope elected in 1073 was Hilde- 
brand, who as Gregory VII became one of the 
greatest Pontiffs of the Roman Church. He, too, 
was chosen almost immediately, because of his 
work as Chancellor in helping to guide the 
reign of his predecessor, 

In order to emphesize further the continuity 
of his reign with that of his predecessor, “the 
Pope of Peace,” the new Pontiff will take the 
same name and will be known as Pius XII.

To an even greater degree than Pius XI, the 
new Pope symbolizes the present “outward 
looking” attitude of the Vatican today. 

Though the twentieth century presents a 
grievous spectacle to Papal eyes, Pius XII will 
not turn from it in sorrow but will grapple with 
the multitude of problems that confronts the 
Church and the civilization in which it has 
flourished. 

During the years of the voluntary captivity 
of the Popes because of the dispute with the 
Kingdom of Italy, the inescapable preoccupation 
with the Vatican question tended to make 
the Papacy sometimes seem remote from non- 
Italian affairs. But the “Vatican question” was 
settled by the Lateran treaty, which Cardinal 
Pacelli’s brother negotiated, during the’ reign 
of the last Pope. And since then the funda- 
mentally universal nature of the Papacy has 
been increasingly apparent. 

Though an Italian, some of Cardinal Pacelli’s 
most brilliant diplomatic work was done in Ger- 
many, where, as Papal Nuncio, he performed the 
extraordinary feat of negotiating a Concordat 
between the Church and Protestant Prussia. 

His marked success in Germany during the 
Republic indicates a spirit strongly compatible 
with liberalism. 

He has met radicalism on the broad front of 
Church policy with the same determined resist- 
ance that he displayed personally when the 
Spartacists, guns in hand, invaded the Munich 
Nunciature during the revolution of 1919, 

His attitude toward the immediate conflict 
between the Church and the Rome-Berlin axis 
may best be gauged by the attitude of his 
predecessor and by his own recent statement at 
Lourdes, where he denounced “superstitions of 
blood and race.” 

Perhaps an equally effective test is to note 
the unfriendly attitude of the German and Ital- 
jan press in the last few weeks toward the 
possibility of his election, 

The new Pontiff is a distinguished linguist 
and is widely travelled. He has used airplanes 
extensively, especially on his tour of the United 
States in 1936, when he charmed those who met 
him by the ease and frankness of his manner. 

Pius XII is too conspicuously a churchman 
to be called a man of the world. Yet it is appro- 
priate that at this crisis in its history the Church 
should have at its head a man who ig thoroughly 
familiar with international affairs and with the 
social and political problems that inevitably 
impinge upon the Church's sphere as spiritual 
stewardship for its 331,000,000 communicants.

These Sudeten Germans who refuse to be 
Nazified are a grim commentary on the perse- 
cution campaign the Nazi press engineered on 
behalf of the Sudeten Germans, to provide an 
excuse to take the Sudeten areas by armed force. 
They will homestead their land in the usual way, 
facing the hardships of pioneering in order to 
secure political freedom. 

Mass settlement of Europeans is not a thing 
to be commended. Saskatchewan has numerous 
settlements of Europeans who have become so 
little Canadianized that grown men, born in these 
communities, in many cases cannot speak Eng- 
lish. One educationalist—Dr. J. T. M. Anderson 
—who devoted himself to making Canadians of 
these people, and who was given his doctor's 
degree for his thesis on “The New Canadians,” 
declares that he was removed from his position 
by politicians who said they did not want these 
people Canadianized. 

No class of newcomer will ever come to 
Canada with more desire to become subjects of 
Canada, and more ready to forget ancient loyal- 
ties, than these Sudeten Germans who prefer to 
carve out homes for themselves in the Canadian 
North-West than remain in their homeland as 
subjects of the Nazi regime.

A pathetic letter from a German-Jewish 
couple in Berlin reached Mayor Lyle Telford 
of Vancouver last week, The husband, aged 53, 
is experienced in the grain trade, but had form- 
erly worked as a hat-maker and tie-maker.

to endorse their application 
for entry into Canada. Said 
the man: “Don’t be aston- 
ished to receive this letter from me, but in my 
and my wife's desperation I hope to find in your 
lordship a benefactor. who will help us in’ our 
trouble.” He added: “The great difficulty is 
where to go, as nearly all countries have closed 
their frontiers to us.”

| Hon. Solon Low's Supply 
Motion Carries 30 
To Five 


By a vote of 30 to 5 the legis- 
lature on Friday adopted the mo- 
tion, moved by Hon, Solon E. Low, 
provincial treasurer, to go into 
committee to grant supply to His 
Majesty. Passing of this motion 
brought to an end the budget de- 
bate, which was participated in 
by no fewer than 17 speakers, The 
debate commenced on Monday, 
| Feb. 27, when Mr. Low delivered 
his budget address, 


Immediately after Mr. Low's mo- 
| tion was carried, the house resolv- 


| 


ed itself into committee and approv- | 


ed estimates of the executive coun- 
cil, which included $14,000 for the 
premier’s office, $3,500 for the lieu- 
tenant governor's office and $15,000 
for the visit of Their Majesties King 
George and Queen Elizabeth. 

During the day those participat- 
ing in the debate were Mr. Low, 
who closed it; Hon, Lucien Mayn- 
ard, minister of municipal affairs; 
Hon. N, E, Tanher, minister of lands 
and mines; S. A. G, Barnes, Inde- 
pendent Social Credit, 
and W. E. Cain, S.C., Bow Valley. 

In the division on the budget mo- 
tion there were three Liberals, D 
M. Duggan, Alberta Conservative 
leader, and J. W. Hugill, K.C., Inde- 
pendent, Calgary, in opposition, 
while all those supporting the mo- 
tion were government members,
